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King Faisal Lectures Nixon 


Jiddah, Saudi Arabia (UPI) - President 


Nixon, who came to this oil kingdom after 
making a controversial promise to supply 
Egypt with nuclear technology, was told blunt- 
ly by King Faisal Friday that there will be no 
lasting Middle East peace while Arab lands 
are occupied. 


Faisal, the bearded white-robed ruler who 


initiated the Arab oil boycott against the 
United States last year, lectured Nixon during 
a toast at a lavish banquet in his honor. It was 
the toughest talk that Nixon has heard since he 
began his triumphal Middle East trip four 
days ago.with an unprecedented reception by 
millions of cheering Egyptians. 


"There will never be a real and lasting 


peace," Faisal said, "unless Jerusalem is 
liberated and returned to Arab soverignty, un- 
'less liberation of all the occupied Arab 
territories is achieved, and unless Arab 
peoples of Palestine regain their rights to 
return to their homes." 


Faisal's toast echoed a theme which Egyp- 


tian President Anwar Sadat has sounded 
several times with Nixon, but the king's 
language was much stronger. A with Sadat, 


Nixon avoided any direct response and said 
only that the United States wants to play a 
"positive" role in bringing peace to the Middle 
East. 


Faisal had gone to the airport near this Red 


Sea port city earlier in the day to greet Nixon. 
Thousands of Saudi Arabians watched the 
reception, but they were far more subdued 
than the estimated 5.5 million to 7 million per- 
sons who followed the President in Egypt — 
an event which one Cairo official said "Allah 
alone could have planned." 


Liquor Excluded 


At the banquet for Nixon, which by Moslem 


custom-excluded women and liquor, Faisal 
emphasized the Palestinian problem. "The in- 
justice and aggression which were wrought 
upon the Arabs of Palestine are un- 
precedented in history, for not even in the 
darkest ages had a whole population of a coun- 
try been driven out of their homes to be 
replaced by aliens," he said. 


"The Arab nation," he said, "has appealed 


to the conscience of the world for more than a 
quarter of a century to regain then- lost rights 
and to undo the injustice which was com- 


mitted, but those appeals were in vain and 
they had no alternative but to resort to arms in 
the defense of their rights, their land, and 
their sacred shrines." 


He praised the efforts of Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger to bring peace to the Mid- 
dle East and added he hoped these efforts 
would continue. But his language seemed to 
be uncompromising in terms of concessions 
the United States will have to get from Israel. 


In his return toast at the banquet, Nixon 


told Faisal the United States wants "to play a 
helpful role." 


"And we believe the secretary of state has 


played a helpful role, working with the 
governments in this area to settle their long- 
time differences," he said. 


'Positive Role' 


"But we are aware that what is new in this - 


situation is that the United States is to play a 
positive role, working toward a positive peace. 
And it is for this reason that the interest in 
Saudi Arabia, apart from the desire to see you 
again, is so important." 


The President said that of all five nations he 


was visiting on his Middle East trip, Saudi 


Arabia "has the longest period of unbroken 
friendship with the United States" and he said 
he was honored to be the first American presi- 
dent to visit that nation. 


At a reception in the royal guest palace prior 


to the banquet, Faisal placed Saudi Arabia's 
highest commendation around Nixon's neck— 
the King Abdul Azig al-Saud Award, a gold 
medal with emeralds hung on a gold chain. 
Nixon, in return, gave Faisal six reproductions 
of Winslow Homer paintings on porcelain 
plates trimmed in gold. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, his 


spirits apparently improved since the start of 
Nixon's trip when he threatened to resign, 
chatted and joked with Saudi Arabian Foreign 
Minister Omar Saqqaf during the reception. 


Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


Nixon and Faisal would hold talks on the 
scope of relations between the two countries, 
including a recent agreement for economic 
cooperation, the status of Jerusalem and even 
the results of his earlier meetings with Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat.

Cairo — President Nixon and President Anwar 


el-Sadat announced Friday that the United States 
had agreed to provide Egypt with nuclear 
technology for peaceful purposes. 


The agreement is part of a sweeping declara- 


tion of friendship and cooperation signed by the 
two leaders before Nixon flew from Cairo to Saudi 
Arabia on the second leg of his tour of the Middle 
East. 


In the Cairo declaration Nixon also pledged the 


United States to "help take into due account the 
legitimate interest of all the peoples in the Middle 
East including the Palestinian people, and the right 
to existence of all states in the area." 


The presidents signed the declaration in a 


solemn ceremony before television cameras and 
newsmen in the 18th century French-style decor of 
one of the ceremonial halls of the Abdin Palace, 
the presidential mansion in downtown Cairo. 


The signing was the final event in Nixon's 


triumphal visit during which he was cheered by 
millions of Egyptians in Cairo, Alexandria and in 
train-side towns between the two cities. 


This morning the two presidents flew in an 


American helicopter from Alexandria to the 
pyramids of Giza, outside Cairo, where Nixon and 
his party, including Mrs. Nixon, did a quick sight- 
seeing tour and watched Bedouin Arab horses per- 
form an intricate dance — a spectacle that is 
traditional at gatherings of potentates in this parT 
of the world. 


This was what Sadat had in mind when he told 


Kissinger, as quoted by the latter, "let's do the big 
things, not the small things." 


"The big things are beginning to happen" one 


of Sadat's admirers in the official party said. 


Egypt wants most of. all access to American 


and generally Western technology which it hopes to 
use together with foreign capital coming from the 
oil rich Arab states as well as the U.S., Japan and 
Western Europe. This has been one of Sadat's basic 
long-range objectives ever since Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger first came here In November. 


Psychologically, for the Egyptians, the most 


striking aspect of the declaration was the an- 
nouncement that Egypt will get access to American 
nuclear technology. To Egyptians this opens the 
prospect that Egypt will at last become a major 
power commensurate with her size and her popula- 
tion of 37 million, instead of remaining a country 
that is mired in poverty, and unable to give essen- 
tial services to its citizens, because it has to bear a 
nearly unbearable burden of military expenses. 


Club's Attorney Calls NPPD Bias Accusation 'Slur'

James A. Lane, an Ogallala attorney for the_ 


Platte Valley Sierra Club, Friday accused 
Nebraska Public Power District attorney 
Robert Crosby of trying to unjustly discredit a 
hearing officer in hopes of pressuring toe state 
into licensing the Gerald Gentleman Power 
Station. 


Lane, a former president of the State Bar 


Association, called Crosby's charge that 
hearing officer Duane Nelson was biased 
against NPPD "a wholly unjustified slur." 


Nelson, following nine days of testimony on 


the 650-megawatt power plant near 
Sutherland, recommended NPPD be denied 


permission to construct the plant until either a 
scrubber is installed to remove air pollutants 
from stack gases or NPPD provides more data 
on coal quality. 


NPPD rejected both of Nelson's suggestions 


to bring the plant into compliance. 


After learning of Nelson's recommendation, 


Crosby said the decision was not unexpected 
in tight of Nelson's "apparent bias." 


The acting director of the State Department 


of Environmental Control (DEC) must now 
decide whether he should follow Nelson's fin- 
dings or overrule him and grant the applica- 
tion. Crosby said he was hopeful the DEC 
would grant the permit 
- 


Lane commented, "It is highly improper for 


an attorney as an officer of the court to accuse 
a court of bias after the trial and after the 
record is closed." 


He said it is a standard procedure for a party 


which feels a judge is biased to make objec- 
tions before and during the trial for the 
record. 


"At no time prior to this hearing did Mr. 


Crosby make any motion to remove the 
hearing officer nor at any time during the nine 
days of trial did Mr, Crosby preserve in the 
record any instances of bias for future 
appeal," be said. "The charge of apparent bias 
is obviously not true..." 


The reason NPPD lost, Lane said, is 


because it failed to meet the issues and to 
carry the burden of proof. 


"NPPD's only excuse now appears to be to 


blame the hearing officer rather than its own 
failing," be said. "It would also appear that 
NPPD counsel is resorting to the media in an 
effort to influence the acting DEC director in 
Ms ultimate decision on a basis that is entirely 
outside the record." 


Lane said Nelson is a "highly competent 


trial attorney" and has a "distinguished 
record" as an assistant U.S. attorney. 
Nelson's efforts to get afl of the evidence out 
in the open, he said, reflect "a scrupulous 
regard for fairness" and refute Crosby's 
"grossly improper" accusations.

Savage, in fact, suggested that the primary be 
moved even closer toward the November 
general election, perhaps within 30 days.

Summoned to discuss the matter, Secretary 


of State ADen Deamaim said be can "see 
arguments both ways" in choosing between 
May and September. 


Senators said the issue relates to their stody 


of annual sessions since the May primary date 
now tends to interfere with the legislative 


process during election years. 


There is Bt3e opportunity for full-time cam- 


paigning by senators who are in session until 
April in election years, they noted. 


And, Savage said, many senators are 


"wasting time campaigning in the Legislature 
instead of doing their work."

Moving to a September date would probably 


benefit incumbents by shortening the time 
period in which challengers could make their 
names and views known, he pointed out 


Nebraska held an August primary in 1950, 


Beermann said, but the date was promptly 
moved bade to May because of citizen com- 
plaints. 


A later election could interfere with county 


fairs, the State Fair, vacation plans, harvest 
chores and school opening, be noted. 


But if the Legislature decides it wants the 


date moved, be said, his office will help 
prepare such legislation. About 400 sections of 
the statutes would need to be amended, be 
said.

legislative session time could be better utilized 
if lawmakers recessed for a week or two after 
flwr first day in session.

The Legislature is in session for only short 


periods of time during its first week, awaiting 
committee action on bills before it can launch 
full-scale floor debate on legislation.

East. 


In the Cairo declaratio n Nix o n also p ledged the 
Un ited States to “help tak e in to du e acco u n t the 
legitimate in terest o f all the p eo p les in the Middle 
East in clu din g the Palestin ian p eo p le, an d the right 
to ex isten ce o f all states in the area.” 


The p residen ts sign ed the declaratio n in a 
so lemn ceremo n y befo re telev isio n cameras an d 
n ewsmen in the 18 th cen tu ry Fren ch-sty le deco r o f 
o n e o f the ceremo n ial halls o f the Abdin Palace, 
the p residen tial man sio n in do wn to wn Cairo . 
The sign in g was the fin al ev en t in Nix o n 's 
triu mp hal v isit du rin g which he was cheered by 
millio n s o f Egy p tian s in Cairo , Alex an dria an d in 
train -side to wn s between the two cities. 
This mo rn in g the two p residen ts flew in an 
American helico p ter fro m Alex an dria to the 
p y ramids o f Giza, o u tside Cairo , where Nix o n an d 
his p arty , in clu din g Mrs. Nix o n , did a q u ick sight­ 
seein g to u r an d watched Bedo u in Arab ho rses p er­ 
fo rm an in tricate dan ce — a sp ectacle that is 
traditio n al at gatherin gs o f p o ten tates in this p art 
o f the wo rld. 
This was what Sadat had in min d when he to ld 
Kissin ger, as q u o ted by the latter, “let’s do the big 
thin gs, n o t the small thin gs.”

Sav ag e, in fact, sug g ested that the primary be 
mo v ed ev en clo ser to ward the No v ember 
g eneral electio n, perhaps within 30 day s. 
Bo th Sides Seen 
Summo ned to discuss the matter, Secretary 
o f State Allen Beermann said he can “ see 
arg uments bo th way s” in cho o sing between 
May and September. 
Senato rs said the issue relates to their study 
o f annual sessio ns since the May primary date 
no w tends to interfere with the leg islativ e 


pro cess during electio n y ears. 
There is little o ppo rtunity fo r full-time cam­ 
paig ning by senato rs who are in sessio n until 
April in electio n y ears, they no ted. 
And, Sav ag e said, many senato rs are 
“ wasting time campaig ning in the Leg islature 
instead o f do ing their wo rk.” 
Senato rs Also Object 
Senato rs also g enerally o bjected to the lo ng 
g eneral electio n campaig n, which theo retically 
runs fro m the May primary electio n until 
No v ember. 
Unless so me special pro v isio n were made 
fo r the presidential primary electio n, Beer­ 
mann no ted, it wo uld be “ thro wn o ut” by 
mo v ing the primaries to September since 
presidential no minees already wo uld hav e 
been cho sen by then. 
Nebraska’s presidential primary is a $4 
millio n business fo r the state ev ery fo ur y ears, 
Beermann estimated. 
And it “ fo rces presidential candidates to 
co me to the state,” he said. “ Otherwise, a 
state like Nebraska may nev er see them.” 


Mo v in g to a Sep tember date wo u ld p ro bably 
ben efit in cu mben ts by sho rten in g the time 
p erio d in which challen gers co u ld mak e their 
n ames an d v iews k n o wn , he p o in ted o u t. 
Nebrask a held an Au gu st p rimary in 19 5 0, 
Beerman n said, bu t the date was p ro mp tly 
mo v ed back to May becau se o f citizen co m­ 
p lain ts. 
A later electio n co u ld in terfere with co u n ty 
fairs, the State Fair, v acatio n p lan s, harv est 
cho res an d scho o l o p en in g, he n o ted. 
But if the Leg islature decides it wants the 
date mo v ed, he said, his o ffice will help 
prepare such leg islatio n. Abo ut 4 0 0 sectio ns o f 
the statutes wo uld need to be amended, he 
said.

In o ther actio n, Maho ney sug g ested

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U.S. Will Rely On Controls In Giving Nuclear Aid 
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Washington — In extending nuclear assistance 


to Egypt, the United States will rely on inter- 
national controls as well as special American 
safeguards to assure that none of the nuclear 
materials is diverted to the production of atomic 
bombs. 


Despite the immediate anxiety expressed in 


some congressional quarters, officials of the State 
Department and Atomic Energy Commission 
expressed confidence that cooperation with Egypt 
in the peaceful development of atomic power 
would not lead to Egyptian possession of nuclear 
weapons. 


i In large measure, their confidence rested on 


the effectiveness of an elaborate system of 
safeguards and inspections, developed first by the 
United States and more recently by the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency, to prevent the 
diversion of fissionable materials into the manufac- 


ture of weapons. 


The Nixon-Sadat communique issued in Cairo 


Friday made clear that the provision by the United 
States of nuclear reactors and the uranium to fuel 
them was contingent upon the working out of a 
safeguards agreement between the two nations. 


The expectation was that the main burden of 


carrying out the safeguards would fall on the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency, the semi- 
autonomous United Nations agency that has 
assumed in recent years the primary responsibility 
of monitoring the peaceful development of atomic 
energy. But in addition, State Department officials 
said the United States would insist on special 
bilateral controls designed to give added assurance 
against diversion of any fissionable materials into 
military use. 


The United States now has cooperative atomic 


agreements with some 35 countries, including 
Israel. In some cases, the assistance is limited to 


research, but with 25 countries the United States 
has cooperative agreements on the development of 
atomic power, such as it is now proposing to extend 
to Egypt and Israel. 


Under an Atoms-for-Peace agreement dating 


back to 1955, the United States in 1961 provided 
Israel with a small, five-megawatt research reactor, 
which is located at Nathalsoreq, the Israeli nuclear 
research center. Controls over the use of the reac- 
tor were exercised fast by the United States and 
then the responsibility was transferred to the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency. 


Less Extensive Program 


Similarly, the Soviet Union, which has had a 


far less extensive program of international coopera- 
tion than the United States, provided Egypt with a 
small, two-megawatt research reactor in 1960. So 
far as is known, neither Soviet nor international 
controls were exercised over the reactor, but U.S. 
-officials said the reactor has operated so in- 


frequently that it could not have produced signifi- 
cant amounts of plutonium for possible use in a 
bomb. 


The general appraisal of American officials is 


that Israel is far ahead of Egypt both in nuclear 
technology as well as in supply of fiwionable 
materials that could be used to fabricate wearJons. 
Under conditions of strict secrecy, Israel in the late 
1950's obtained from France a reactor of a type 
particularly suited for producing plutonium. The 
reactor situated at Dimona is not subject to any 
known international safeguards and is believed 
capable of producing enough plutonium for a few 
atomic weapons a year. 


Now, almost in parallel, Israel and Egypt want 


to take the relatively big technological step of 
building large reactors capable of producing sub- 
stantial amounts of electricity. In taking that step, 
they are turning to the United States for the reactor 
plants and the enriched uranium to fuel them. 


Brezhnev: I'm Ready 
To Ink Partial N-Ban 


Moscow (UPI) — Communist Party General 


Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev Friday declared 
himself ready to sign a partial underground 
nuclear test ban treaty with President Nixon 
during his forthcoming Moscow visit and even- 
tually end all such tests. 
•; Brezhnev told a Kremlin rally for Sunday's 
elections to the Supreme Soviet (parliament) the 
agreement could set out a umetable for the even- 
tual end of underground tests. 


• "We are ready now to agree with the United 


States to restrict the number of underground 
nuclear tests and to end them completely in an 
appropriate and agreed time," he said. 


Brezhnev's statement on a partial un- 


derground nuclear test ban treaty was his first to 
the Soviet people on the subject and the first' 
public expression of Soviet readiness to reach 
such an agreement. 


Working Several Weeks 


Soviet and American negotiators have been 


working for several weeks on an agreement on 
the issue by the time of Nixon's visit beginning 
June 27, Western diplomats said. 


A Soviet-American agreement signed in 1963 


banned nuclear testing in the atmosphere, in 
space and underwater. 


The last known U.S. nuclear underground 


test was on Feb. 27 and the last suspected in the 
Soviet Union on May 31. 


Brezhnev also called for "maximum 


restraint" by Moscow and Washington in 
developing new strategic weapons. At the same 
time, he said in view of continuation of the arms 
race, Soviet leaders devote "unremitting atten- 
tion to consolidation of the country's defenses." 


He got a thunderous nine-minute ovation 


from 6,000 persons in the Kremlin Palace of 
Congresses at the end of the one-hour and 47- 
minute speech, with shouts of "Glory!" and 
"Hurrah!." 


Brezhnev said he was confident his meeting 


with Nixon would be a success. 


Improvement Must Go On 


"One can read in the foreign press 


pessimistic appraisals of the possible outcome of 
the meeting in Moscow," he said. "We are of a 
different opinion. The improvement of Soviet- 
American relations can and must continue. 


"Nobody, of course, is going to decide hastily 


questions that are not yet ripe. But time must not 
be marked either." 


Brezhnev praised the Soviet-American 


strategic arms limitation agreements of 1972 and 
said, "It is necessary to follow that road and go 
further." 


American officials have said there is no hope 


of reaching a new SALT agreement during the 
Nixon visit because the differences with the 
Soviet Union at this point are too great.

Washington (AP) - Paul H. 


Nitze quit Friday as a senior 
negotiator in the nuclear arms 
limitation talks, saying there was 
little prospect of a strong new 
pact with the Russians amid the 
"depressing ... traumatic 
events" at home. 


Nitze, who has been the senior 


Pentagon negotiator for five 
years, never mentioned 
Watergate or President Nixon by 
name. But his words suggested 
disenchantment with the chief 
executive. 


"Until the office of the 


presidency has been restored to 
its principal function of up- 
holding the Constitution and 
taking care of the fair execution 
of the laws, and thus be able to 
function effectively at home and 
abroad," Nitze said, "I see no 
real prospect for reversing cer- 
tain unfortunate trends in the 
evolving situation." 


In a terse letter to Nixon, 


Nitze said that, since his resigna- 
tion request May 28 had not been 
accepted, "I now feel compelled 
unilaterally to terminate my ap- 
pointment effective today." 


Nitze's action came as Nixon 


was making a tour of the Middle 


East. White House spokesmen in 
Jidda, Saudi Arabia, had no im- 
mediate comment. 


Nitze was not available to 


elaborate on his action. But it 
obviously was a blow to the ad- 
ministration, coming less than 
two weeks before Nixon was to 
go to Moscow on June 27. ~ 


Some sources interpreted 


Nitze's resignation at this time 


as an expression to show disap- 
proval in advance, should Nixon 
sign a new Strategic Arms 
Limitations Talks (SALT) agree- 
ment with fewer safeguards for 
American security than Nitze 
favors.

If somebody could figure out a way to 


enforce it, he would probably come up with 
a.license for dying. In view of the enforce- 
ment problem, however, licenses are for 
the living. How lucky can we get? 


Latest thing in this category is a city 


government license for bicycle riders, any 
who want to take their two-wheelers on an 
arterial, that is. The idea of the thing is that 
the licensing would provide a means of 
education. 


To get the license, the cyclist would 


have to pass an examination, both physical 
and of his or her knowledge of proper 
riding practices. The minimum age at 
which such a license would be available, in- 
cidentally, is proposed to be age 14. 


Presumably, if a 13-year-old wanted to 


drive on an arterial, he simply could not do 
so. If nothing else, that provision in the 
thing ought to be changed. 


But why any license, at all? The educa- 


tion theory is a great one but, in the end, 
would we have anything more from a prac- 
tical point of view than another nuisance in 
our lives? 


The license process would require the 


applicant to memorize a lot of facts that he 


or she would then promptly forget and/or 
ignore, just as is the case now with drivers' 
licenses. How many automobile drivers 
could pass the driving test six months after 
they took it without boning up again on the 
details of the rules of the road? 


Not very many of them, judging from 


the way people drive.rRights-of-way at in- 
tersections, for instance, don't mean a 
tfiing except as a question on the driving 
test you have to take. In reality, the right- 
of-way goes to whoever gets there first, not 
who has things his way legally. 


The streets are loaded with dis- 


courteous and bad drivers and the licensing 
process seems to have no effect upon them, 
at all. 


In the area of bicycling, the idea is 


even more of an absurdity. The dangers of 
mixed cars and bicycles are inherent and 
no licensing program is going to eliminate 
them. 


It's the individual's attitude that really 


counts and the government can't change 
that. Bicycle riding licenses are an idea 
whose time, in our opinion, has not yet 
come.

The welcome given Nixon tells us peace 


by the large crowds turning out in Egypt to 
still has an appeal there beyond the call of 


greet a newfound friend, President 
Richard M. Nixon of the United States. It 
was only months ago that Nixon was the 
epitome of evil in the eyes of the Arabs, a 
rhan who represented the war-making 
machine of the U.S. 


That machine helped the enemy, 


Israel, in its battle for survival in the Mid- 
dle East. How could a people turn so quick- 
ly from dislike and hatred to admiration? 


The answer is peace. Because U.S. ef- 


forts have contributed to an end to 
hostilities in the Middle East, the people of 
Egypt are jubilant and old animosities are 
forgotten. It is Nixon, the peace-maker, 
who is being welcomed, not Nixon, the 
director of a powerful military force. 


Perhaps there is yet hope for the 


world. When people respond to peace 
rather than war, when they look for local 
stability rather than military maneuvers, 
the situation can't be all bad. 


In the past, it has been a temptation to 


wonder if the people of the Middle East 
really wanted to find the grounds for com- 
mon existence and universal sovereignty.

This is no guarantee that we can now 


quit worrying about the Middle East. 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat has 
spoken of a "durable" peace in terms of a 
settlement of the long-standing Palestinian 
refugee problem — the problem of those 
Arabs who have been driven from their 
homes by Israeli acquisitions of former 
Arab lands. 


Sadat is right in making the distinction 


he does between what we have hi the Mid- 
dle East and what might ultimately come 
to be a permanent state of peace. The 
world has seen its hopes crushed before in 
the aftermath of agreements that proved to 
be worth about as much as the paper they 
were written on. 


But if the people of the Middle East 


can come to have a taste for peace for a 
long enough time to develop a real appetite 
for it, the chance of war there will decline. 
Nixon's presence there at.the moment is at 
least one small contribution to the develop- 
ment of such an appetite. 


Resigning, An Art 


NEW YORK - The art of 


resigning from political office — 
whether to slip or sneak away or 
go out with a bang — has 
declined rather seriously in this 
country in recent years. The peo- 
ple who should resign won't, and 
the people who shouldn't, 
threaten to do so. 


When the old American 


politicians of -another age 
differed on principle and policy 
or fell their "personal honor" 
required them to resign, they 
usually went out and slammed 
the door. But the last really 
dramatic political exit was 
Richard Nixon's own Grand 
Farewell after losing the Califor- 
nia governor's race in 1962, and 
even then, alas, he didn't keep 
his word. 


Henry Kissinger's recent 


resignation threat has done 
nothing to restore the art, and 
was not up to his usual style and 
wit He was understandably 
irritated by charges that he had 
not been candid and may even 
have lied about his part in 
bugging his associates in the 
White House, but his threat was 
out of all proportion to the 
offense.

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Urban Sprawl Desirable

In Mr. Brogden's proposed plan to limit development and 


home construction in agricultural Lancaster County, he says 
that the lot size in the county should be increased to five acres. 
It is difficult to understand why a person wishing to have a home 
in a rural area should be required to purchase 217,800-square 
feet of land for one resident, when his city cousin is required to 
purchase only 6,000 square feet in an A-2 residential area. 


The apparent purpose in requiring five acres is to prevent 


anyone from building on one acre a home with a private sanitary 
sewer, even though the law now permits a builder to have a 
private sewer system for one residence on one acre 


For the planning staff to recommend approval, and then ask 


for denial, based upon the suggested Goals and Policies Plan 
(which is not an adopted ordinance) certainly appears to be a 
desire by the city to take over complete control of the county 
and restrict county growth. Lancaster County has good com- 
missioners and good staffs. They are capable of running their 
county in a-manner desired by those living in the county outside 
of the city. This is made quite difficult, however, when tbe coun- 
ty has one of seven votes on the Planning Commission, no votes 
on the City Council even though it controls the county within the 
three-mile limit, and one vote out of nine on the Goals and 
Policies Committee, all of the other votes being what you might 
consider as city residents. 


Concerning urban sprawl and the statement that some type 


of control is needed so we do not create a bunch of villages — 
green belts and "new villages" have been found to be the op- 
timum solutions in England, Germany, France and even on our 
own East Coast. 


What is truly called for is an exact definition of "urban 


sprawl" by the planning department and not this continuous 
referral to a philosophical bogey-man. 


In many cases, Lincoln has prospered by its growth and 


eventual absorption of outlying villages such as Havelock, 
College View, Bethany, Comer and West Lincoln.

Wagner, a fortress on Morris 
Island which controlled the sea 
approaches to the city of 
Charleston.

One of the men who took part 


in that battle was Sgt. William H. 
Carney whose valor that day 
earned him the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 


Carney was in the vanguard of 


the 54th, beside the regimental 
color bearer, when Confederate 
soldiers behuufthe parapets of 
the fortress opened fire. 


The color bearer was mortally 


wounded by the fusilade, but 
Carney grabbed the flag and led 
the charge to the walls of the 
fort. 


Carney was wounded twice in 


the leg and a third time in the 
head, but he kept the colors 
flying until he was removed to a 
field hospital in the rear. 


He clung to consciousness, 


however, until be turned the 
colors over to regimental com- 
rades with the 
proud 


declaration: "Boys, the oM flag 
never touched the ground." 
After uttering those words, 
Carney collapsed.

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Barely 23 at the time, Carney 


had been on his own for some 
eight years. Born in Norfolk, 
Va., in 1840, he ran away to sea 
at the age of 15. Later, he settled 
in New Bedford, Mass, where he 
enlisted only a few months 
before the assault on Port 
Wagner 


Carney served in the Union 


Army until the end of the war 
and then spent five years in 
California. But he returned to 


New Bedford in 1870 and worked 
as a letter carrier for 31 years. 


In 1900, a year before he 


retired, Carney was belatedly 
awarded the Medal of Honor for 
his bravery at Fort Wagner. 


The bravery of the 54th in that 


furious battle was also 
remembered in other ways. Col. 
Shaw was killed at Fort Wagner, 
and a monument honoring him 
and his men was erected across 
from the Boston State Capitol. 


The flag Carney so lovingly 


protected in that engagement 
was enshrined in Boston's 
Memorial Hall.

If so mebo dy co u ld fig u re o u t a way to 
en fo rce it, he wo u ld p ro bably co me u p with 
a licen se fo r dy in g . In v iew o f the en fo rce­ 
men t p ro blem, ho wev er, licen ses are fo r 
the liv in g Ho w lu cky can we g et? 
Latest thin g in this categ o ry is a city 
g o v ern men t licen se fo r bicy cle riders, an y 
who wan t to take their two -wheelers o n an 
arterial, that is. The idea o f the thin g is that 
the licen sin g wo u ld p ro v ide a mean s o f 
edu catio n . 
To g et the licen se, the cy clist wo u ld 
hav e to p ass an ex amin atio n , bo th p hy sical 
an d o f his o r her kn o wledg e o f p ro p er 
ridin g p ractices. The min imu m ag e at 
which su ch a licen se wo u ld be av ailable, in ­ 
ciden tally , is p ro p o sed to be ag e 14. 
Presu mably , if a 13-y ear-o ld wan ted to 
driv e o n an arterial, he simp ly co u ld n o t do 
so . If n o thin g else, that p ro v isio n in the 
thin g o u g ht to be chan g ed. 
Bu t why an y licen se, at all? The edu ca­ 
tio n theo ry is a g reat o n e bu t. in the en d, 
wo u ld we hav e an y thin g mo re fro m a p rac­ 
tical p o in t o f v iew than an o ther n u isan ce in 
o u r liv es? 
The licen se p ro cess wo u ld req u ire the 
ap p lican t to memo rize a lo t o f facts that he 


o r she wo u ld then p ro mp tly fo rg et an d/o r 
ig n o re, ju st as is the case n o w with driv ers’ 
licen ses. Ho w man y au to mo bile driv ers 
co u ld p ass the driv in g test six mo n ths after 
they to o k it witho u t bo n in g u p ag ain o n the 
details o f the ru les o f the ro ad? 


No t v ery man y o f them, ju dg in g fro m 
the way p eo p le driv e. Rig hts-o f-way at in ­ 
tersectio n s, fo r in stan ce, do n ’t mean a 
thin g ex cep t as a q u estio n o n the driv in g 
test y o u hav e to take. In reality , the rig ht- 
o f-way g o es to who ev er g ets there first, n o t 
who has thin g s his way leg ally . 


The streets are lo aded with dis­ 
co u rteo u s an d bad driv ers an d the licen sin g 
p ro cess seems to hav e n o effect u p o n them, 
at all. 
In the area o f bicy clin g , the idea is 
ev en mo re o f an absu rdity . The dan g ers o f 
mix ed cars an d bicy cles are in heren t an d 
n o licen sin g p ro g ram is g o in g to elimin ate 
them. 
It’s the in div idu al’s attitu de that really 
co u n ts an d the g o v ern men t can ’t chan g e 
that. Bicy cle ridin g licen ses are an idea 
who se time, in o u r o p in io n , has n o t y et 
co me. 
Peace Makes Man Fickle 
A p o in t all sho u ld ap p reciate is made 
by the larg e cro wds tu rn in g o u t in Eg y p t to 
g reet a n ew fo u n d frien d. P re sid e n t 
Richard M. Nix o n o f the Un ited States. It 
was o n ly mo n ths ag o that Nix o n was the 
ep ito m e o f ev il in the ey es o f the Arabs, a 
man who rep resen ted the war-makin g 
m achin e o f the U.S. 
That m achin e help ed the en em y , 
Israel, in its battle fo r su rv iv al in the Mid­ 
dle East. Ho w co u ld a p eo p le tu rn so q u ick­ 
ly fro m dislike an d hatred to admiratio n ? 
The an swer is p eace. Becau se U.S. ef­ 
fo rts hav e co n tribu ted to an en d to 
ho stilities in the Middle East, the p eo p le o f 
Eg y p t are ju bilan t an d o ld an imo sities are 
fo rg o tten . It is Nix o n , the p eace-maker, 
who is bein g welco med, n o t Nix o n , the 
directo r o f a p o werfu l military fo rce. 
Perhap s there is y et ho n e fo r the 
wo rld. When p eo p le resp o n d to p eace 
rather than war, when they lo o k fo r lo cal 
stability rather than military man eu v ers, 
the situ atio n can ’t be all bad. 
In the p ast, it has been a temp tatio n to 
wo n der if the p eo p le o f the Middle East 
really wan ted to fin d the g ro u n ds fo r co m­ 
mo n ex isten ce an d u n iv ersal so v ereig n ty .

Bu t if the p eo p le o f the Middle East 
can co me to hav e a taste fo r p eace fo r a 
lo n g en o u g h time to dev elo p a real ap p etite 
fo r it, the chan ce o f war there will declin e. 
Nix o n ’s p resen ce there at the mo men t is at 
least o n e small co n tribu tio n to the dev elo p ­ 
men t o f su ch an ap p etite. 


Resigning, An Art 


NEW YORK - The art o f 
resig n in g fro m p o litical o ffice — 
whether to slip o r sn eak away o r 
g o o u t with a ban g — has 
declin ed rather serio u sly in this 
co u n try in recen t y ears The p eo ­ 
p le who sho u ld resig n wo n ’t, an d 
the p eo p le who sho u ldn 't, 
threaten to do so . 


When the o ld American 
p o litician s o f an o ther ag e 
differed o n p rin cip le an d p o licy 
o r felt their “p erso n al ho n o r” 
req u ired them to resig n , they 
u su ally wen t o u t an d slammed 
the do o r. Bu t the last really 
dramatic p o litical ex it was 
Richard Nix o n 's o wn Gran d 
Farewell after lo sin g the Califo r­ 
n ia g o v ern o r’s race in 1962, an d 
ev en then , alas, he didn ’t keep 
his wo rd.

resig na tio n threa t ha s do ne 
no thing to resto re the a rt, a nd 
wa s no t up to his usua l sty le a nd 
wit. He wa s understa nda bly 
irrita ted by cha rg es tha t he ha d 
no t been ca ndid a nd ma y ev en 
ha v e lied a bo ut his pa rt in 
bug g ing his a sso cia tes in the 
White Ho use, but his threa t wa s 
o ut o f a ll pro po rtio n to the 
o ffense.

There are o n ly three effectiv e 
way s to deal with u sefu l bu t 
ag g ressiv e rep o rters like Clark 
Mo llen ho f o f the Des Mo in es 
Reg ister Tribu n e, who asked 
Kissin g er, with his cu sto mary 
g en tility , whether the secretary 
had in fact in itia te d the 
wiretap s. The first way , which

Shaw asked fo r co mbat 
du ty fo r his reg imen t which was 
sen t to So u th Caro lin a an d g o t its 
first taste o f battle in a skirmish 
n ear Charlesto n o n Ju ly 16. 
After two day s witho u t rest o r 
ratio n s, the 5 4th was assig n ed to 
lead the assau lt ag ain st Fo rt 
Wag n er, a fo rtress o n Mo rris 
Islan d which co n tro lled the sea 
ap p ro aches to the city o f 
Charlesto n .

On e o f the men who to o k p art 
in that battle was Sg t. William H 
Carn ey who se v alo r that day 
earn ed him the Co n g ressio n al 
Medal o f Ho n o r. 
Carn ey was in the v an g u ard o f 
the 5 4th, beside the reg imen tal 
co lo r bearer, when Co n federate 
so ldiers behin d the p arap ets o f 
the fo rtress o p en ed fire.

The Downtown Advisory Com- 


mittee (DAC) Friday adopted a 
planning framework which 
would guide Lincoln's down- 
town redevelopment over the 
next 10 to 15 years. 


The plan is a composite of 


past decisions outlining develop- 
ment districts, traffic circula- 
tion, parking, pedestrian move- 
ment and open space, 
landscaping and lighting. 


DAC did not endorse the city 


bus and minibus routings 
"proposed by its consultants 
Barton-Aschrnan, pending the 
completion of a transportation 
study. 


Campbell Opposed 


The only negative vote adop- 


ting the blueprint development 
plan was registered by DAC 
member John Campbell who 
vigorously opposes any 
reference to de-«mphasizing 0 
Street as .a-traffic carrier. 


Campbell said the-construc- 


tion of a mall on.O "will put the 
kiss of death on downtown 
retailing." 


He added, however, he might 


not oppose the eventual closing 
of .the street if skywalks and ad- 
ditional parking have been 
provided downtown. -" 


, . One Alternative 
DAC member Bob Magee 


pointed out that the plan does 


not state that a mall is the only 
answer to beautifying the street, 
but is one of the alternatives 
listed. 


Consultant John Lockner 


pointed out that by approving 
the framework, DAC was not 
committing itself to specific" 
projects. The plaais intended as 
a guide for deciding "which 
projects you'll want to address," 
Lockner informed DAC 
members.

Campbell 


vowed to do "everything in my 
power" to prevent construction 
of a mall on 0.

Under the plan, the Centrum, *

Hatha Yoga may be an ancient Hindu ritual 


based on dormant divine potency, "the serpent 
power," at the base of the spine. 


Or it may be simple calisthenics. 
Yogi Lilias Folan said it depends on the 


teacher. 


But she's not very concerned with the Hindu 


and, to her, it's more than calisthenics. 


"I want to introduce my students to anything 


that will make them feel good," she said. 


She Teaches On ETV 


Ms. Folan teaches Yoga on more than 80 


American educational television networks, in- 
cluding Lincoln's. There are about 140 in the 
country. She was in Lincoln for the annual 
meeting of Nebraskans for Public Television. 


"In my series, I try to take Hatha Yoga and 


apply it in our lives in 1974," Ms. Folan said. 


Sacred religious histories mean nothing if it 


can't apply to today's needs, she said.'But Yoga 
does apply today, she believes. 


Audience Wide 


. Her mail is one indication, she said. Her 


audience includes housewives, businessmen, 
Yoga students, and many inmates in correctional 
institutions. 


The inmates write that they can watch the 


show, but must wait for space in their cells to do 
the exercises, she said. So she sends each of them 
a book, "Lilias, Yoga and You," which they may 


have with them in their cells for information. 


The book, titled after the show, is also out in 


Braille, with characters posed in the various 
postures outlined in raised dots. The technique is 
based on exercises, posture and mind. 


Mental and physical health are mutually 


dependent, she said. For example, she said, she 
used to find herself "squirrel caging" (going 
round and round in circles and getting nowhere) 
until she learned physical techniques to cool 
down her mind, she said. 


"I feel lighter, stronger, cleaner and hap- 


pier" since practicing Yoga, Ms. Folan said • 


The technique originated in eastern 


monastaries, she said. It entails the meeting .of 
two powers, the forcing of which, according to 
Hindu teaching, brings full salvation. 


It requires complete development of the will, 


through which the monks could completely con- 
trol their bodies, then forget about them and con- 
centrate on the divine. 


"All that is very interesting," she said. "But 


I've found Yoga has enriched, not conflicted with, 
my Christianity. My salvation is the peace and 
love within my own home." 


Ms. Folan lives with her husband and two 


sons, ages 11 and 14, in Cincinnati, Ohio. The 
series is taped there. 


Ms. Folan said she doesn't think her series 


could have worked 10 or 15 years ago. 


"Today we're much more concerned about 


an inner conscious, an inner awareness," she 
said.

A local-minister who came to Lincoln from 


the East Coast was praising the friendliness of 
Nebraskans recently. 


Even the police are friendly, he said. 
Seeing an officer writing out a parking ticket 


for his car, he jogged up and tried to talk his way 
cut of the ticket. 
"I'm just leaving. Really I was 


just going to move the car." 


The officer kept on writing so the minister 


tried a different approach. 


"I'm Just a poor preacher." 
The officer, depositing the ticket in the 


minister's hand, replied, "Yes, I know. I heard you 
preach last Sunday." 


Many Lincolnites — from poor preachers to 


rich old ladies, try to word their way out of those 
inevitable parking tickets, according to the women 
who spend their days catching the overparked cars 
— the Lincoln Police Department meter maids. 


And most people are not too original. 
The meter maid's modified A-line, calf-length 


skirt of the late 1950's has been replaced by a more 
comfortable shorter version, but the excuses peo- 
ple try to hand her remain unchanged! 


They range from the illogical, '1 pay your 


wages," and "Give a guy a break" to the truly 
hostile, "Did you get your quota today" or a 
"G... D... Lincoln Fuzz" scream which carries 
two blocks. 


Clerks hi Lincoln stores were slow back in the 


J early;-1960's when Mrs. Dee Danley and Mrs. Sally- 
Logan; now dispatch operators, were walking their 


meter maid rounds. 


And people are still having problems getting 


clerks to wait on them, according to Mrs. Marlene 
Rezek and Miss Cynthia Aksamit, who list slow 
clerks and long check out lines as the major excuses 
they hear today. 


Here are some of the more typical remarks: 
—I saw you at the car, but the light was red, 


and I couldn't get across the street in time. Didn't 
you hear me screaming? 


—The meter is broken. This meter is too fast. 
—But I put my last nickel in it and it cheated 


me oat of 12 minutes. 


—I just took my old, sick mother up to the doc- 


tor's office. I couldn't have been gone more than 
four minutes. 


—Boy, I had to wait a really long time at the 


doctor's office. 


—The elevator stuck. 
—Don't you have better things to do with your 


time? 


But perhaps the most unjustified complaint of 


all is "You girls just hang around the corner 
waiting for the meter to expire." 


With only four meter maids, who have more 


than four square blocks each to cover, there is no 
time to linger at comers or meters waiting for the 
red sign to pop up. 


Perhaps the most misunderstood ticket and 


the one which seems to anger the most people is 
the extended time violation (feeding the meter 
once the original time is up), according to those 
who earn their keep enforcing Lincoln's parking or- 
dinances. .-

Once the meter maid gets past the date on her 
ticket pad, there is no hope. She can void a ticket 
only if it 5s her error. 


Legitimate complaints about nonworking 


meters, valid excuses with proof to back them up, 
must be taken to a higher officer at the police 
department. 


One father who had to rush his young son to 


the doctor after a serious playground accident, did 
not have time to feed the meter. 


The meter maid sympathised, but gave him the 


ticket. The ticket was voided by officers at the 
police station after he explained the circumstances. 


Though excuses and complaints come from all 


ages, meter maids have found that women, as a 
group, seem to be the worst offenders, shouting or 
getting catty; and people between 45 and SO years 
of age seem to be more angered by tickets than 
those younger or older. 


And according to one officer, people in general 


seem to offer more-verbal resistance over a parking 
ticket than a speeding ticket. 


But some hassles are not bad, at least accor- 


ding to Mrs. Logan, who said she had the most fun 
with "the young guys who thought they were going 
to charm me out of a ticket." Part of the fun, she 
admitted with a smile, "was showing them they 
couldn't." 


But the life of the meter maid, who averages 


around 90 tickets each day, is not filled with hostile 
over-parkers. In fact most people are really nice, 
they contend. 


It's just that, for that one out of ten, who has 


already had a bad day and a parking ticket, another 
citation is just the last straw. 


For these few there is philosophical understan- 


ding — "They are really -just angry at themselves 
and have to take it out on someone," explained 
Mrs. Danley. 


Metermaids, whose motto is courtesy and com- 


mon sense, just learn to smile. 


And there are things on the job worth smiling 


about. 


One cold, snowy, blowy wintery day, Mrs. 


Danley wrote up a ticket for an old car with "one of 
those floppy windshield wipers." .When she put the 
ticket on the car, both the ticket and wiper blew 
away. 


Upset about the owner's possible reaction she 


hurried to the nearest phone in a parking garage, 
called the Lieutenant, who told her to void the 
ticket and let the owner know that the department 
would pay for the damages. 
' 


The owner, who overheard her .conversation, 


was far from angry. 


"There's a meter maid with a heart. Don't 


worry about it; I have another wiper," he told her. 


Meter maids do much more than just write 


tickets. Handy with a coathanger, they help 
motorists who have locked their keys in the car. 
They find parents for lost children, help locate mis- 
placed cars, give direction to travelers, help older 
people out of cars or across streets, occasionally 
hold a baby for a harried Mom, and sometimes 
even listen to someone's personal tale of woe 
during a break in a local restaurant 


"You never know when you turn the corner, 


who is going to be there, what you're going to be 
asked or what's .going to happen. That's what 
makes it so interesting," said Mrs. Rezek, a meter- 
maid for more than four years. 


The job, which requires about 11 miles of 


walking a day in every kmd of weather save a bliz- 
zard, is also good for health and the figure. 


"I was never so healthy in my life as during the 


time I was a meter maid," said Mrs. Danley. "I 
seldom had a cold... I lost 20 pounds the first six 
weeks on the Job."

The officer kept on writing so the minister 
tried a different approach. 
“ I’m just a poor preacher .” 
The officer, depositing the ticket in the 
minister’s hand, replied, "Yes, I know. I heard you 
preach last Sunday.” 
Many Lincolnites — from poor preachers to 
rich old ladies, try to word their way out of those 
inevitable parking tickets, according to the women 
who spend their days catching the overparked cars 
— the Lincoln Police Department meter maids. 
And most people are not too original. 
The meter maid’s modified A-line, calf-length 
skirt of the late 1950’s has been replaced by a more 
comfortable shorter version, but the excuses peo­ 
ple try to hand her remain unchanged. 
They range from the illogical, “I pay your 
wages,” and “Give a guy a break” to the truly 
hostile, “ Did you get your quota today” or a 
“G ... D ... Lincoln Fuzz” scream which carries 
two blocks. 
Clerks in Lincoln stores were slow back in the 
early 1960’s when Mrs. Dee Danley and Mrs. Sally 
Logan, now dispatch operators, were walking their 


meter maid rounds. 
And people are still having problems getting 
clerks to wait on them, according to Mrs. Marlene 
Rezek and Miss Cynthia Aksamit, who list slow 
clerks and long check out lines as the major excuses 
they hear today. 
Here are some of the more typical remarks: 
—I saw you at the car, but the light was red, 
and I couldn’t get across the street in time. Didn’t 
you hear me screaming? 
—The meter is broken. This meter is too fast. 
—But I put my last nickel in it and it cheated 
me out of 12 minutes. 
—I just took my old, sick mother up to the doc­ 
tor’s office. I couldn’t have been gone more than 
four minutes. 
—Boy, I had to wait a really long time at the 
doctor’s office. 
—The elevator stuck. 
—Don’t you have better things to do with your 
time? 
But perhaps the most unjustified complaint of 
all is “You girls just hang around the comer 
waiting for the meter to expire.” 
With only four meter maids, who have more 
than four square blocks each to cover, there is no 
time to linger at comers or meters waiting for the 
red sign to pop up. 
Perhaps the most misunderstood ticket and 
the one which seems to anger the most people is 
the extended time violation (feeding the meter 
once the original time is up), according to those 
who earn their keep enforcing Lincoln’s parking or­ 
dinances.

No excuses, not even ignorance, will work. 
Once the meter maid gets past the date on her 
ticket pad, there is no hope. She can void a ticket 
only if it is her error. 
Legitimate complaints about nonworking 
meters, valid excuses with proof to back them up, 
must be taken to a higher officer at the police 
department. 
One father who had to rush his young son to 
the doctor after a serious playground accident, did 
not have time to feed the meter. 
The meter maid sympathised, but gave him the 
ticket. The ticket was voided by officers at the 
police station after he explained the circumstances. 
Though excuses and complaints come from all 
ages, meter maids have found that women, as a 
group, seem to be the worst offenders, shouting or 
getting catty; and people between 45 and 60 years 
of age seem to be more angered by tickets than 
those younger or older. 
And according to one officer, people in general 
seem to offer more verbal resistance over a parking 
ticket than a speeding ticket. 
But some hassles are not bad, at least accor­ 
ding to Mrs. Logan, who said she had the most fun 
with “the young guys who thought they were going 
to charm me out of a ticket.” Part of the fun, she 
admitted with a smile, “ was showing them they 
couldn’t.” 
But the life of the meter maid, who averages 
around 90 tickets each day, is not filled with hostile 
over-parkers. In fact most people are really nice, 
they contend. 
It’s just that, for that one out of ten, who has 
already had a bad day and a parking ticket, another 
citation is just the last straw. 
For these few there is philosophical understan­ 
ding — “They are really just angry at themselves 
and have to take it out on someone,” explained 
Mrs. Danley. 
Metermaids, whose motto is courtesy and com­ 
mon sense, just learn to smile. 
And there are things on the job worth smiling 
about. 
One cold, snowy, blowy wintery day, Mrs. 
Danley wrote up a ticket for an old car with “one of 
those floppy windshield wipers.” When she put the 
ticket on the car, both the ticket and wiper blew 
away. 
Upset about the owner ’s possible reaction she 
hurried to the nearest phone in a parking garage, 
called the Lieutenant, who told her to void the 
ticket and let the owner know that the department 
would pay for the damages. 
The owner, who overheard her conversation, 
was far from angry. 
“There’s a meter maid with a heart. Don’t 
worry about it; I have another wiper,” he told her. 
Meter maids do much more than just write 
tickets. Handy with a coathanger, they help 
motorists who have locked their keys in the car. 
They find parents for lost children, help locate mis­ 
placed cars, give direction to travelers, help older 
people out of cars or across streets, occasionally 
hold a baby for a harried Mom, and sometimes 
even listen to someone’s personal tale of woe 
during a break in a local restaurant. 
“You never know when you turn the corner, 
who is going to be there, what you’re going to be 
asked or what’s going to happen. That’s what 
makes it so interesting,” said Mrs. Rezek, a meter- 
maid for more than four years. 
The job, which requires about 11 miles of 
walking a day in every kind of weather save a bliz­ 
zard, is also good for health and the figure. 
"I was never so healthy in my life as during the 
time I was a meter maid,” said Mrs. Danley. “I 
seldom had a cold ... I lost 20 pounds the first six 
weeks on the job.”

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Voluntary Limit Agreements Should Slow Beef Imports—Martin

North Platte — Ranchers attending the 


Nebraska Stock Growers Association convention 
here Friday finally got some good news in an 
otherwise dim picture of the future of the beef in- 
dustry. 


Rep. Dave Martin, R-Neb., told the group that 


the Nixon administration is moving to slow beef 
imports from other nations through voluntary 
agreements to limit their meat exports to the U.S. 


"The Department of Agriculture has already 


completed arrangements to limit exports of beef to 
the U.S. with governments of Australia and 
Ireland," he said. 


Canada Negotiates 


Martin also predicted that an announcement of 


successful negotiations with Canada to allow 
American live cattle to be exported to Canada 
would be announced in a day or two. 
[ 


"The problem of getting beef in the carcass 


moved to Canada is a tougher problem, but I un- 
derstand that this, too, will be solved within the 
next two weeks," he added. 


Last year the Canadian livestock buyers 


purchased an average of 60,000 or more American 
cattle per month. 


Martin said the Agriculture Department is also 


negotiating with New Zealand and a number of 
other nations that export meat to the U.S. seeking 
agreements to limit their meat exports. 


Voluntary Route Preferred 


"President Nixon and Secretary of Agriculture 


Earl Butz feel that the voluntary route'to limiting 


imports is preferable to re-establishing quotas on 
meat imports. The quotas would only cut 20 million 
pounds of meat from the 1,354,000,000 pounds that 
we import now," Martin said. 


"I couldn't get the administration to reinstate 


the quotas, so I have introduced a bill which would 
freeze meat imports entirely for six months. This 
would really help the industry more than putting 
the quota system back into action," he said. 


Martin received a standing ovation from the 


ranchers in appreciation for his 14 years of service 
in Congress. 


The stock growers organization completely 


overhauled their policies during the convention, 
retesting all the resolutions passed in previous 
years and instituting a policy that would 
automatically reexamine any resolution more than 


five years old.

Marvel Suggests TV Debates, Not Spots 
By United Press International 
State Sen. Richard Marvel of 


Hastings Friday asked his guber- 
natorial rival, Gov. J. James 
Exon, to forget about saturation 
political television spots during 
the upcoming campaign in favor 
of three one-hour debates. 


In a letter delivered by hand to 


the governor, Marvel said, "in 
this Watergate era, it is my 
suggestion that if you agree to 
this series, each of us forego the 
purchase of any additional 
television time. 


"It is incumbent upon UE to 


prove to the voters that neither 
you or I are out to buy the gover- 
nor's office." 


Marvel said purchases of TV 


time usually make up the major 
portion-of campaign expenses 
and elimination of this cost 
would save contributors' money, 
and the candidates would "be 
running for office on the basis of 
our merits and stand on issues— 
not on our pocketbooks." 


Marvel, a Nebraska Westeyan 


University professor, suggested 


each debate last one hour and 
that committees involved in the 
election split the cost of the 
purchases of time. 


He further suggested that each 


debate be moderated by a tetevi- 
. sion newscaster from a Nebraska 
affiliate of the three television 
networks. 


The moderator would alter- 


nately quiz the two candidates 
for 40 minutes. During the final 
20 minutes, Marvel mid Exon 
would directly question' each 
other. 


Marvel, who would like to 


have the debates originate from 
different locations during Oc- 
tober to stimulate voter interest, 
said he hopes the governor will 
agree to his proposal. 


"It .would be a healthy thing 


for democracy if Nebraska 
voters could select their next 
governor on the basis of his 
stand on issues, not because they 
were mesmerized by slick and 
costly television spots placed on 
the airwaves on a saturation 
basis," he said.

Marv el Sugges ts TV Debates , Not Spots 


By United Press International 
State Sen Richard Marvel of 
Hastings Friday asked his guber­ 
natorial rival, Gov. J. James 
Exon, to forget about saturation 
political television spots during 
the upcoming campaign in favor 
of three one-hour debates. 
In a letter delivered by hand to 
the governor, Marvel said, “in 
this Watergate era. it is my 
suggestion that if you agree to 
this series, each of us forego the 
purchase of any additional 
television time 


“ It is incumbent upon us to 
prove to the voters that neither 
you or I are out to buy the gover­ 
nor’s office ” 
Marvel said purchases of TV 
time usually make up the major 
portion of campaign expenses 
and elimination of this cost 
would save contributors money, 
and the candidates would “be 
running for office on the basis of 
our merits and stand on issues — 
not on our pocket books ” 
Marvel, a Nebraska Wesleyan 
University professor, suggested 


each debate last one hour and 
that committees involved in the 
election split the cost of the 
purchases of time 
He further suggested that each 
debate be moderated by a televi­ 
sion newscaster from a Nebraska 
affiliate of the three television 
networks 
The moderator would alter­ 
nately quiz the two candidates 
for 40 minutes During the final 
20 minutes. Marvel and Exon 
would directly question each 
other 


Marvel, who would like to 
have the debates originate from 
different locations during Oc­ 
tober to stimulate voter interest, 
said he hopes the governor will 
agree to his proposal. 
“It would be a healthy thing 
for democracy if Nebraska 
voters could select their next 
governor on the basis of his 
stand on issues, not because they 
were mesmerized by slick and 
costly television spots placed on 
the airwaves on a saturation 
basis,” he said

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NFL Players Seriously Claim Strike May Materialize In July 


Washington (AP) - The National Football 


League Players Association said Friday the union is 
quite serious about a strike and will do all it can 
legally to prevent rookies and free agents from 
going to training camp. - 


"We hope we can avoid it (a strike)," Ed 


Garvey, union executive director, told a news con- 
ference. "We don't think it is good for the players, 
the owners or the fans." 


He said a strike, if it comes, would begin July 


1, a few days before the training camps open. 


Carrey, with Hermit Alexander, NFLPA vice 


president and Philadelphia Eagle defensive back, 


and George Burman, former Washington Redskins 
center and economics consultant to the union, 
talked to newsmen about the three days of 
meetings in New York with the NFL Management 
Council, the owners' bargainiiig unit, that ended 
Thursday. 


"We really thought when we left this room last 


week, they were going to give us counter 
proposals," said Garvey, referring to a meeting 
held in Washington last week. "But they just sat 
there. They refused to give us any counter 
proposals. 


"Unless we get a response, the meetings 


scheduled for next vwek seem futile." , 


The players and owners are scheduled to meet 


in Washington Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
on the 63 contract demands the union made. 
Originally, the association made 57 demands and 
then added 33 more. The group rewrote them, con- 
solidating the 90 into 63. 


The major thrust of the union's demands are 


the so-called nine "freedom issues" which essen- 
tially would give the players the opportunity to 
move from one team to another after his contract 
expired. 


Garvey said the owners "absolutely refuse to 


give counter-proposals. They have yet to engage in 
good faith bargaining. All they say is 'You change 
your demands and come back to us!' They have 
responded to only one demand, the union shop, and 
they rejected it." 


Garvey said of the New York meetings: 
. "Tempers got really hot yesterday. It was not a 
pleasant situation.-^ 


The executive director described as an 


"arrogant statement" comments by Max Winter, 
president of the Minnesota Vikings, that "I expect 
the players to strike this summer. We're going to 
play the 1974 season whether they do or not. They 


can strike but they can't prevent us from signing 
football players, even if they are sub-caliber by 
NFL standards." 


Garvey. "We're not going to allow rookies to 


play, it's not fair- to the fans. We're going to have to 
set up picket lines and close down the camps. 


"We're not going to be able to hold every 


rookie out. First off, we don't even know who they 
are. They haven't told us who they have signed. So 
if there is a strike, it won't be 100 per cent. 


"But we'll have the veterans at the camps 


explaining to the rookies what the strike is all 
about.' The guys coming out of college will find out 
what the issues are."

MAMARONECK, N.Y. CAP) - Amie's back. 
Not all the way, perhaps. 
He's not yet a winner again. 
But Arnold Palmer, written off as a has-been and nothing 


more than a sentimental choice in the pre-tourney speculation, 
is half-way home in the 74th United States Open Golf Cham- 
pionship. 


The aging king of another era of golfing glory called on the 


half-remembered magic that once was his alone for a 70 that 
enabled him to shoulder his way into a four-way tie for the lead 
in the second round of this national championship Friday. 


But Palmer, mired in the miseries of the worst slump of his 


legendary career, isn't yet counting the crown his. 


"I feei the same pressure I felt 20 years ago," he said. "I get

But he couldn't help looking forward to a possible triumph,

"It would mean so much to me," he said. "It would mean a 


lot to me, a very great deal to me, in a personal sense, in many 
personal ways. I really don't want to think too much about it 
yet." 


But, while Palmer and Player remained among the leaders, 


some of the game's other big guns fired and fell back. 


Defending champion Johnny Miller took a horrendous, quad- 


ruple-bogey seven on the partnree seventh hole—it took him 
four strokes to get out of a bunker—had a 75, a 151 total and 
wrote himself out of title contention. 


''I'll be yukking it up the next two rounds, just having fun," 


said Miller, the sensation of the pro tour with five victories al- 
ready this season. 


Jack Nicklaus struggled to a 74—149, nine shots over par and 


six behind. 


"I didn't play particularly well, but if I'd putted at all, I'd 


have had a decent round," said Nicklaus, holder of a record 14 • 
major titles and a pre-tourney favorite for this one. 


"I had it in position enough. I had it close enough. But if 


you're going to score, you've got to get something in the hole. I. 
didn't." 


The 44-year-old Palmer, trailed by a massive gallery of the 


still-faithful army, put together a two-round total of 143, three 
over par for two trips through the trees, traps, trouble and sub- 
tle terror that make up the 6,961-yard Winged Foot Golf Club 
course. 


'Tm not interested in what is leading the golf tournament to- 


day," he said. "I'm interested in the end of the tournament. It 
was not my goal to lead at the end of 36 holes. 


"I just wanted to be in the right position." 
The right position turned out to be a tie for the top spot with 


gritty little Gary Player of South Africa, the first-round leader, 
Hale Irwin and former PGA champion Ray Floyd.

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NFL Players Seriously Claim Strike May Materialize I n July 


Washington (AP) — The National Football 
League Players Association said Friday the union is 
quite serious about a strike and will do all it can 
legally to prevent rookies and free agents from 
going to training camp. 
“We hope we can avoid it (a strike),” Ed 
Garvey, union executive director, told a news con­ 
ference. “We don’t think it is good for the players, 
the owners or the fans.” 


He said a strike, if it comes, would begin July 
1, a few days before the training camps open. 
Garvey, with Kermit Alexander, NFLPA vice 
president and Philadelphia Eagle defensive back, 


and George Burman, former Washington Redskins 
center and economics consultant to the union, 
talked to newsmen about the three days of 
meetings in New York with the NFL Management 
Council, the owners’ bargaining unit, that ended 
Thursday. 


“We really thought when we left this room last 
week, they were going to give us counter 
proposals,” said Garvey, referring to a meeting 
held in Washington last week. “But they just sat 
there. They refused to give as any counter 
proposals. 
“Unless we get a response, the meetings 


scheduled for next week seem futile.” 
The players and owners are scheduled to meet 
in Washington Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
on the 63 contract demands the union made. 
Originally, the association made 57 demands and 
then added 33 more. The group rewrote them, con­ 
solidating the 90 into 63. 


The major thrust of the union’s demands are 
the so-called nine “freedom issues” which essen­ 
tially would give the players the opportunity to 
move from one team to another after his contract 
expired. 
Garvey said the owners “absolutely refuse to 


give counter-proposals. They have yet to engage in 
good faith bargaining. All they say is ‘You change 
your demands and come back to us!’ They have 
responded to only one demand, the union shop, and 
they rejected it.”

Palmer Tied 


For Open Top 


MAMARONECK. N Y. (AP) - Amies back 
Not all the way, perhaps. 
He’s not yet a winner again. 
But Arnold Palmer, written off as a has-been and nothing 
more than a sentimental choice in the pre-tourney speculation, 
is half-way home in the 74th United States Open Golf Cham­ 
pionship. 
The aging king of another era of golfing glory called on the 
half-remembered magic that once was his alone for a 70 that 
enabled him to shoulder his way into a four-way tie for the lead 
in the second round of this national championship Friday. 
But Palmer, mired in the miseries of the worst slump of his 
legendary career, isn’t yet counting the crown his.

"It would mean so much to me,” he said. “ It would mean a 
lot to me, a very great deal to me, in a personal sense, in many 
personal ways. I really don’t want to think too much about it 
yet.” 
But, while Palmer and Player remained among the leaders, 
some of the game’s other big guns fired and fell back. 
Defending champion Johnny Miller took a horrendous, quad- 
ruple-bogey seven on the parthree seventh hole—it took him 
four strokes to get out of a bunker—had a 75, a 151 total and 
wrote himself out of title contention.

Rambunctious Road, who will be coupled in the wagering 
with Operating, is coming off a smart win in the $25,700 Ak-Sar- 
Ben Breeders’ Sprint Stakes over 6 furlongs. The Shinrone Farm 
Inc. standout broke slowly and then rallied for a 14-length ver­ 
dict over Paul Kemling’s Patsy’s Reign. 


Rambunctious has three wins, three seconds and one third 
in nine runs this season for earnings of $27,694. 
The Van Berg runner will carry 120 pounds — two less than 
the Diamond Stables Ltd’s Port of The Sea has been assigned by 
racing secretary-handicapper John Maluvius.

year sweep of all the game's major titles, had to mount an in- 
credible rally- birdies on four of his last eight holes-to retain a 
share of the top spot after blowing six strokes to par on the first 
six holes he played. 


He finished with a 73. 
Irwin, whose seven-year pro career has shown steady im- 


provement, matched par 70 despite a poor finish while Floyd 
had to chip in three times for a wildly erratic 71. 


A pair of youngsters, Tom Kite and Tom Watson—each 24, 


each in his second year on the pro tour and each seeking his first 
professional victory—were just one shot back halfway through 
this, the most prestigious of all the world's golf championships 
Kite had a 70 and Watson a 71. 


Tom Weiskopf had a 73-149. Millionaire Bruce Crampton 


took 77-149. 


But their problems were nothing when compared with those 


of Lee Trevino, England's Tony Jacklin and Billy Casper, who 
scored the first of his two U.S. Open triumphs on this same 
course 15 years ago. 


All three missed the cut; it took a score of 153 to qualify for 


the final 36 holes. Casper had 76—156. Jacklin took 76— 154. 
And Trevino struggled to a 78—156. 


"I just didn't play well enough to handle this course," said 


Trevino, who left immediately for his home in El Paso, Tex. 
"It's the hardest course I've ever seen." 


While the scores remained high—the three-over-par figure 


was the highest to lead after 36 holes since the 1955 U.S. Open- 
the course played about one shot easier than it had the day 
before.

" There were four subpar rounds. Bert Yancey had 69— 145. 
Frank Beard was 69—146. Larry Ziegler improved 10 shots, 
from 78 to 68. And Hubert Green, a three-time winner this 
season, improved an incredible 14 shots, from 81 to 67. He didn't 
make a bogey. 


By contrast, Player was the only man able to match par in the 


exceptionally high scoring of the first round. 


But he didn't get too excited. 
"You can't get reckless on this course," he said. "There are 


times you can't go for the pin. If the pin is in a precarious posi- 
tion, and, say you're not in good position, it would be stupid to 
go for the pin. 


"Take 17. The pin is on the right. If you go for the pin, you 


could get yourself in trouble real easy, maybe make bogey, or 
double bogey. I knew that if I hit it to the middle of the green it 
would kick right at the pin. That's the way the green is con- 
toured." 


That's what he did. 
He was one shot out of the lead at that stage. He lofted the 


iron shot to the middle of the green and it kicked right. After a 
hitch of the pants, he stroked the putt home for a birdie. 


He also scored from 15 feet on the first hole, needed only a 


two-footer for birdie on the parfive 12th and three times saved 
par with putts of less than three feet after missing the green. 


He bogeyed three times. Two of them came after he missed 


the green and failed on 12-15 foot putts. The other was on the 
sixth hole. He rimmed out an 18-foot birdie putt there, then mis- 
sed from two feet coming back. 


"That'one hurt," he said. "It was like a two-stroke swing. I 


thought I had a birdie and I walked off with a bogey." 


"Did someone move in the gallery? Did something bother you 


on the second putt?" he was asked. 
-"I moved. I bothered me," Palmer replied. 
Palmer has been mired in the deepest, most dismal, most 


frustrating slump of his storied career. 


He's missed the cut for the final two rounds in his last three 


starts, something that never before had happened to him. 


He doesn't rank among the game's top 100 money winners for

The Nobnuka Conuninion on 


Aging Friday approved two 
grant applications totaling 9231,- 
944 in federal funds for two pilot 
projects providing senior citizens 
with day care services and pre- 
retirement education. 


Commission Director Joe 


Galda told the commission that 
he had taken the liberty of 
making the applications prior to 
the meeting without commission 
approval. 


Gaida said he was informed on 


short notice that added funds 
would be available for such 


projects out of fiscal 1974 
moneys. 


The pre-retirement education 


program, costing 965,112 over 15 
months, would train teachers to 
conduct sessions to acclimate 
new retirees to the problems of 
retirement. The seminars, which 
would be held through various 
schools, would be open to all. 


Gaida called the program a' 


preventive medicine which 
could save some retirees from 
institutionalization 
and 


premature death. 


He said the need is apparent 


when one considers the years it 
takes to train people for careers 


and the lack of preparation given 
many people when retirement 
comes. 


If approved, Gaida said the 


program would be the first 
statewide pre-retirement 
program in the country. 


The second grant application 


for 9166,832 would give senior 
citizens needing care and 
assistance around their home aid 
on a daily basis. The tentative 
sites for the day care program 
would be Omaha, Lincoln, Nor- 
folk and North Platte. 


Gaida said "day care" is an 


unfortunate term for the 
program, since it is equated with 


babysitting. Services such as 
therapy would be provided, he 
said, instead of solely supervi- 
sion. 


Any person over the age of 60 


would be eligible.

Big Board volume, at 10.03 
million shares, was the lightest 
since May 5 when only 9.45 
million shares changed hands. 
Brokers blamed the market’s 
weakness largely on ac­ 
cumulated disappointment with 
developments — or the lack of 
them — in interest rates this 
week. 
A particular source of con­ 
cern, they said, was the fact that 
there had been virtually no 
follow-through this week on 
the handful of reductions an­ 
nounced the week before in 
banks’ prime lending rates. 
The federal Reserve’s weekly 
data on business borrowing and 
money-market 
activities, 
released after Thursday’s close, 
seemed to show little chance of 
any further prime rate cuts in 
the next few days, analysts said. 
Ralph Acampora at Harris, 
Upham & Co. said he believed 
varying forecasts from a series of 
banking and government of­ 
ficials this week had left many 
investors confused and uncertain 
about interest-rate trends. 
‘‘I think a lot of people are just 
standing aside until they can see 
some more definitive sign of 
where rates are going,” Acam­ 
pora said.

Shooting Fatal 


To Besieged 


Woman, 60 


LEXINGTON, Neb. (AP)-A 
60-year-old woman apparently 
killed herself at Johnson Lake 
Thursday night after attempting 
to shoot her brother in-law. 
The Dawson County Sheriff’s 
office identified the woman as 
Louise Comstock, formerly of

He and his wife locked them­ 
selves in a bedroom of the cabin 
and called neighbors to get help, 
according to Werts. They then 
escaped out a window. 


Werts said two deputies went 
to the door and sought to per­ 
suade Miss Comstock to come 
out. He said she fired at them 
twice. 


They used tear gas but she 
refused to come out and about 9 
p.m. they heard two shots. Two 
guns were found near the 
woman’s body. 


Werts said no motive was de­ 
termined for the woman shoot­ 
ing at her brother-in-law.
